T know that I ſpeak to Chriſtians, who do mind 
Chriſt's Precepts, and that 1. ſpeak to Men of the 
Church of Iceland, axd to Clergy men of that Com- 
mnunion, who do Govern, and ought to be Govers'd, ty 
the Conſtitutions of this our Church ; ant therefore by 
them have TI all along enforcd_ my InjunCtions; yea / 

<onfider further, that I have to do with Men of Con- 
ſcience and Honeſty , as well as Prudence, to whors 
.a ſeaſcnable Word may be ſufficient. But if there be a- 
ny otherwiſe. minded among you (which I cannot and 
therefore will not ſuppeſe) to ſuch I muſt apply St. Paul's 
ſaying, 1 Cor 4- 21. What will ye2 ſhall I come un- 
ro FouWith a Rod , or in-Love, and with the Spi- 
rit of Meckneſs? Bat you are all my Brethren, and 
my Heattis dcfire is, to deal with you like a Bro- 
"ther. 

To be plain then, my Brethren, theſe are net times 
wherein a: perfunttory Diſcharge of your Paſtoral Cures 
will ſuffice ; but you ought to double your Diligence, for 
Reforming your People, Reſtoring your Flocks , and 
\Bringing your Congregations again into ſome 7 alerable 
Order, after fo long a time of Diſorder and C onfufion, 
ander which we have wofully groan'd. 

Wherefore I conceive, that { cannot better anſwer the 
Obligations, that 7 ( and Tou too) do tye under to pro- 
wide for the Neceſſities of. the Church, then by thus pref 
feng on you the Diligent and Conſcientious Execution of 
your Miniſterial Fun@ion in all the Branches of it, butÞ 
for your own ſakes, and alſo for the ſakes of your rejÞ*- 
five Flocks and Pariſhioners; whoſe Spiritual Went? 
can no other way be ſupplicd in ſuch a due meature 
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' wroportion, as they ought to be, But by thus laying your

' Rule of your Obedience to be the juſt meaſure of it.

| Jour, Prudence, and good Conduct of our Gratious 
King ( whom God-ſcems to have raiſed up on pur- 
poſe to be an Eminent Inſtrument of his Glory in 
&ving much People ) had not otherwiſe diſpoſed of 
Aﬀairs. rg 
And now that We are met toperher-on this Oc- 
caſion, I hope our meeting will be-joyful, and to the 
mutual-comfort of each other ; For the accompliſh- 
ment whereof there is but one way, and that is, with 
vincerity of Heart, and with firm Reſolution of Mind, 
to endeavour the promoting of God's Glory itt the 
winning Souls to Righteouſneſs. This is the Duty 
of us all, and therefore the conſcientious diſcharge of 
rs, B it 
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ir muſt needs endear us to one another; and as far 
my part you may believe that nothing elſe can do it: 
T fay nothing can endear You to Me, yea nothin 
can endear You to God, but a conſcientious diſcharge 
of your Duties, eſpecially in theſe Bad Times, where. 
in there is ſo great a Neceſſity of it, and ſo great Jy. 
ducements to it; both which do- deſerve your ferious 
Conſideration. 


Firſt, I ſay, There is a-great Neceffty of it; be- 
cauſe theſe late Diſſolute Times have put all things. 
into Conſufton; your Flocks have not only been dif. 
order'd, but fome-of them perhaps have been diſpersd 
too; ſo that *cwill require great Care. and. Pains to _ 
re-ſettle.-and -compoſe your Congregations, and to 
bring. them to- ſuch Deceney-and Order, as they were 
in before, yea, even to reclaim-and bring back thoſe, 
whom the Violence-of the Times, and the madnels. 
of * the People have driven from you, either into 0- 
ther-Parts-or into other Congregations. 

And though Prudence-and Moderation muſt be uled 
on- this Occaſion- (I-mean- chiefly in Reclaiming 
Lapſed Perſons) yet Teannot torbear recommending 
to-you 4 Form lately Publiſhed for the Re-admiſſon of 
ſuch Men : only be circumſpe&, and cautious in the

- 'Tis your. Duty then.to-Inforts and Inſtrudt your 
People concerning their Duties., or to teach them 
what God and their Majeſties. do expett from them, 
and to. excite them. to the due performance thereof, 
' without which they can neither be Good Subjeds, 
nor good Chriſtians... And how. they may become 
-* both theſe you are to teach them by. your wholeſors 
and ſound Dofrine, and alſo by your Godly azd Pius 
Examples. Es. 

x. By your wholeſome and ſound Doftrine, by ripht- 
ly Dividing the Word of Truth, and clcarly expound- 
ing the Lively.Oracles of God to them, that ſo they 
may know what the Lord requires-of them. And for 
the doing this moſt effeCtually, and to the beſt be- 
hoof. of - the People, there are three ſpecial means 
preſcribed by our Church.in the 12th; Canon of the 
Church.of Jreland, namely, Catechizing, Preaching; 
and Private Exhertation or Conference. 

r.. Catechizing; Which is the firſt and moſt proper 
means for conveying the true Knowledge of God and 
his Ordinances ro the People ; becauſe ir doth it in a 
plain ard. familiar manner, ſuited to the Capacitics 
of the youngeſt and mcaneſt ; and yet moſt ctiefu- 
ally too, (by laying a good and follid foundation tor 
Divine Knowledge.) when the Catechiſm is well ex: 
pounded, . as it ought to be; whereby thoſe of Riper 
Years, as well as the Youth will be inſtrufted. . And 
indeed, unleſs your Pariſhioners be firſt of all firmly 
grounded in the Principles of Chriſtianiry (which is 

to: 
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to-be done by 'Expounding the Catechiſm to them 
ſo plainly that ir may be underſtood by all, and by 
Meulcating it fo frequently and importunarely, that 
it can be forgotten by none; and alſo by Applying ir 
ſo aptly and 'pertinently, that its Uſe may be known 
by every one) your Preaching will be'almoſt loſt up- 
on them; at leaſt they cannot profit ſo much by 
| hearing the Word preach'd, as they might do if they 
were well Principl'd in Relzgzon before hand, and &y 
reaſon of uſe had their Senſes exerciſed to diſcern both 
| Good and Ewvil; as the Author of the Epiſtle to the 
| Febrews expreſicth itin the 52h. Chap. and 14th. Verſ.. 
| Whatis ro be done in this caſe our Church hath 
fully preſcribed in her 1 12h. and 12h. Canons. 
The 11th. Canon runs thus, Every Parſon, Vicar, 
| ard'Curate; upon every Sunday before Evening Prayer, 
ſhall for Flalf an Hour, or more, Examin and Inſtrutt- 
the Touth and Ignorant Perſons of his Parifh, in the 
' Ten Commandments, the Articles of the Belief, and in- 
| the Lords Prayer, and ſhall diligently Hear, and In 
fra, and Teach them the Catechiſm ſet [forth in the 
| Book of Common Prayer. Mark'it: *Tis ſaid pon eve- 
\ ty Sunday. And of this I muſt require you to take 
| notice, and diligently to put it in praftice, where 
- your Churches ſtand fo conveniently, that you may 
have a Congregation in the Afternoon, and where 
\ there are Children and Servants to be Catechized: 
235 doubtleſs no Pariſh is withour them. And this F' 
- the rather enjoin ,-- becauſe the Firſt Rubrick at the. 
. end of the Church Catechiſm (which is a Law to us}- 
| Coth alſo-enjoin the ſame thing. | |

.. And certainly there was. never mere necd of put- 
ting theſe Canons in prattice then, now, When the 
Lord's Peaple are deflray'd for lack of Knowledge, is 
God complains by the mouth of the Prophet Z7oſes, 
Chap.

All which the C/a*ch Catechiſms teacheth them. 

_ Wherefore. ſceing. the great Miſchieſs that havea- 
riſen from- this negle&& of Cateehizing, ( which arc 
.many more than I have now named, or can in a ſhort 
time enumerate) you ought to be very careſul for 
the futyre of doing.your Duty herein,. leaſt, by ruin: 
ing the. .Seuls. of others, through your' negſcft, you

Firſt advice T would give about it. Ll 
- 2.” The Second is, 7hat your Sermons be methudical 
#n themſelves, and have relation one to another; 1 
anean that, they contein ſuch a ſeries ' and contexture 
of matter, as that rhey,.and the parts of them, may 
depend one on the other, and the knowledge of the 
Jatter.may receive light from the. former, and what 
went before may be confirmed by what follows at 
ter.

&traordinaty matter , or be ſuited to'the Exigence” 
By this Method in Preaching the People might in'a- 
lictle time be well acquainted with the whole Body of 
Divinity , which they would-the better underſtand 
and remember by the ſeries, connexton, - and depen- 
dence ot its parts, that ſhould often' be'ſhewn and re- 
peared to them , that ſo they might retain the Con- 
kquence of the Diſcourſe, ' and'the Relation it hath 
to what went before : For Method doth much help the 
Memory even of the Illiterate. Whereas by Immetho- 
dical Diſcourſes (though they contein ever fo ſound 
Divinity) and by Sermons preached on various Suh- 
jets (choſen by accident, or as the Preacher phanſies) 
that have no relation to, or dependance on each o- 
ther (which is too commonly praCtiſed ) the Hear- 
ersare rather confounded than edified, being diſtract- 
ed betwixt variety of particular disjointed matters, 
that they cannot reduce to any common Head or 
Member of the Body of Divinity. Their Paſſions 
indeed may be warmed and raiſed by ſome pathetical 
Expreſſions, of the Preacher; but their Judgments 
can never be well informed'by ſuch'a confuſed heap 
of matter , as in this caſe is laid before them ; which 
they will be apr to forget, almoſt as faſt as they hear it, . 
and after pains taken with them for ſome Years, they 
will be bur juſt where they were before ; not.advanc'd 
in their knowledge one ſtep farther toward Heaven. 
| Nor doth this way of Preaching want its advan- 
tages even to the Preachers themſelves;' eſpecially 
to Young Preachers, who may. be preſumed not to 
have ſo well weigh'd and conſider'd, and fo thorough- 
ly ſtudy*d every part and member of the Body of Di- 
vinity, as they ought, and as this will oblige _ 
a.

Pariſhzoners, that you may have an op- 
portunity. more particularly, both zo. /x/frudt them in 
thoſe things whereof they are ignorant, and allo to-

ſpecially needful in reſpe&t of two ſorts. of Perſons,.

I. Concerning Recuſants; becauſe *tis a thing that 
I: fear hath been roo much negleQed every where, 
and could never. be put. in praftiſe more ſeaſonably 
than now: Hear what.the 4orh. Canor faith in this 
Caſe. 

Every. Minifler being a. Preacher, and having aiy 
Popiſh Recuſant or Recuſants .in his Pariſh ( and 
thbught fir by the Biſhop of. the Dioceſs ) ſhall latour 
diger tiy with them from time to time, thereby to recla.m- 
them from their Errors, That 
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- That this Canon: be carcſully. and: duly obferyed, 
F muſt both' earneſtly deſire, and alſo require of you; 
My Reaſons for ſo doing need not to be inſiſted on; 
they are many, which could hardly be all hinted to 
youin the little time that I have left for this Exhorta- 
tion; but withal. they. are obvious to every Mans 
confideration:, who minds the Good of the Church. 
and State, and hath any love to his Neighbours, and 
{criouſly intends to diſcharge his Duty Conſcientiouſ- 
ly to. Gods. Glory and.the Salvation of Mens Souls. 
However the bare injunCtion of the Caxos is ſufficient 
for my Juſtification-herein. Whereto I have alſo the
